PROHIBITION A BIG NATIONAL ISSUE 


A million voters, in the state of Obto, half a 
milhon in California and millions more in other 
states must face next month at the polls the 
biggest issue of the generation, an issue now in 
every sense of the word national, an issue that 
has got to be squarely faced by every state in 
the Union sooner or later, and the livest issue in 
America today. to-wit: prohibition, The skirm- 
ishing and mobilizing and bushwhacking of four 
decades of temperance and anti-temperance agi- 
tation is at an end. The issue is joined and no 
man who goes to the polling place election dav 
ean well evade or ignore it. 

We believe that the prohibitory amendment in 
this state will fail of earrving at this election, 
for the reason that while a majority of the 
people are willing to have saloons closed they 
are not willing to work a hardship upon the 
great grape growing industry of California, em- 
bracing as it does many millions of dollars in- 
vested honestly. We further believe that if 
the amendment has been so worded as to allow 
the wineries and grape growers a_ reasonable 
length of time to adjust themselves to changed 
condition and turn to other business without 
being ruined financially, it wourd have carried 
by a handsome majority.

that it will come up again for a vote at the elec- 
tion of 1916, so amended, and will Carry and 
become a law in this state, just as it has re- 
eently in many other states, nine, now, in all, 
vith more to be added to the column next 
month.

The saloon has very few friends any more, be- 
cause it is the imost potent force for evil in lat- 
ter day civilization, a force in that direction 
which ultimately must be crushed in all) Ameri- 
ca if the nation is to go forward toward civie 
righteousness. 

There never has been nor can there be any 
sound argument in favor of the liquor. traffic. 
Every consideration of inortality. and justice, 
decency and effieieney, of individual happiness 
and of national progress, demands the destrue- 
tion of the constant lure and the eternal menace 
of the saloon. It is an institution reared upon 
the sins of men and the tears of women. For 
a century it has been the most corrupt and 
corrupting influence in American politics. Its 
sinister hand has moulded party polities and 
meddled in governmental affairs. It has fed and 
fattened on the humble and the great. And it is 
coming to the end of its chapter, ; 

The day of nation-wide prohibition is coming 
swiftly. The next generation of men and women 
will look back at the era of the saloon as we 
of this generation turn, shuddering from tales of 
the evil days of human slavery. And however 
lacking in complete effectiveness the plan of 
prohibition in individual states may be, it is the 
path that is leading straight and swift to the day 
when the national congress will rid the republie 
of the saloon for all time. 

We are not alone in this belief, by any means. 
The best writers and best thinkers of the na- 
tion, and the world, are arrayed on this same 
side of the problem, and predict the early down- 
fall of the liquor traffic. 

The interests arrayed on the whisky end of the 
eontroversy say that prohibition is a mixture of 
Puritanism and emotionalism, but the great 
thinkers and writers of the day say different. 
Professor Hugo Munsterburg, native of the coun- 
try popularity supposed to be the most liberal 
in the world on the question of drink, cannot be 
ealled « Puritan or emotional. Here is what he 
gays of the saloo ; 

‘Whoever simply: takes side with a sa- 
loonke+;»-r and his clientele—yes, whoever 
fis blindes’ by the colossal harm which alco- 
hol has brought and is now bringing to this 
country, is uofit to be heard by those who

who are opposed to the Hobson bill, is that 
prohibition is a question which won't stay 
down. The aims to 
achieve prohibition on a national scale, by 


an amendment to the constitution. This 
has been indorsed recently by both the Re- 


present) movement 


publican and Democratic state conventions 
in Kansas. These conventions at the same 
time instructed their congressional candi- 
dates to pledge themselves in support of 
the amendment. In Missouri the progres- 
sive state convention took the same action, 
and the Demoeratie state convention would 
have taken it but for the strenuous work of | 
Senator Stone. It is safe to say that among 
the 435 congressional district elections this 
fall, in fully three-fourths the liqnor ques- 
tion will be right to the front.”’
